“Monday, June 23rd.,—Little 
Lillooet lake—After sailing up 
the Fraser river about 45 miles 
we turned into Harison river, 
and five miles brought us to 
where it widened into a beauti- 
ful lake from one to six or eight 
miles wide and forty miles long 
1 wish you could see it.
